ALLEGED ATROCITIES BY 


MILITARY. 

Mr. GINNELL alleged a number of atroci- 
ties by the military in Ireland, and the Prime 
Minister said that there was no foundation for 
the imputations made. 

Mr, GINNELL—If the right hon. gentle- 
man believes there is no foundation for them 
will he institute a public civil ingui ny 

Mr. ASQUITH—Certainly not. (Cheers.) 

Mr. GINNELL asked the bais Minister 
whether the promised public inguiry into the 
shooting oí non-combatant civiians by the 
military in Dublin will cover all such cases; 
how many such men are known to have been 
killed at Pertobello Barracks with Mr. Sheehy- 
Sk n; how many in the North King 
street area; how many at Richmond Barracks, 
at which an officer boasted that 71 rebels 
had been shot, and by whom the question 

whether they were rebels was decided ? 

Mr. ASQUITH—With regard to the first 
part of the question | made no promise of a 
ublic inquiry except in th case of Mr. Sheehy- 
Bkeffington. The answer to the second part 
of the question is two—namely, Messrs. }

third part of the question is that fifteen per- 
sons were reported killed, and courts of in- 
quiry have been held on all.

It 
insists, however, that the methodical de 
velopment of the Franco-British offensive 
will be “a slow business,” and we are 
only inviting disappointment if we do not 
realise the fact. 

German military critics comment soberly 
and ‘cautiously on the Allies’ offensive, 
and display little tendency to disparage 
it All reasonable German criticism 
appreciates the fact that the offen- 
sive is only in its opening phase, and 
cannot, fairly be judged by its immediate 
results. The German General Staff, how- 
ever, displays its anxiety in the peevish 
tone and recklessly untruthful statements 
of its latest reports. It dilates upon the 
extraordinarily heavy. French and British 
losses at a time when no action of im- 
portance was in progress, and informs the 
public that “the repeated French official 
reports about the recapture of the Thiau- 
mont work are as untrue as the number 
of prisoners taken in the events on the 
Somme.” The whole world knows by this 
time that it is the considered policy of 
the Germans to exaggerate their numbers 
of prisoners enormously and the con- 
sidered policy of the Allies to state those 
numbers with strict accuracy. There is 
something to be said on military grounds 
for both policies; but the Germans have 
nothing to gain with the neutral world by 
attributing their own policy in the matter 
of prisoners to the Allies. Similarly the 
frank fashion in which the French several 
times admitted the enemy's recapture of 
Thiaumont before they finally secured 
possession of the work themselves has the 
genuine ring of truth. Their hold upon 
Thiaumont now appears to be firm. Since 
the offensive on the Somme began their 
whole resistance before Verdun has 
become more steady and assured. They 
defeated on Monday night six successive 
attacks of great violence, about which the 
German General Staff has nothing what- 
ever to say. With what object the Ger- 
mans still persist in their effort before 
Verdun it is impossible to conjecture. 
Their persistence during the past four 
months was sufficiently explained by a 
determination to cripple the offensive 
capacity of France; but the events on the 
Somme have now supplied convincing proof 
that in such a purpose the attack upon 
Verdun has been a complete and costly 
failure. It is not likely to be continued 
if the Allies’ offensive in its second stage 
inflicts the same punishment upon the 
enemy as in the first. 

The German General Staff has to take 
into its account the eastern and southern 
as well as the western field. The offensive 


4in the west, having come to a pause, has 


ceased to monopolise our attention just 
in time for us to appreciate an important 
development in the offensive in the east. 
To stop the yawning breach in the 
Austrian line west of Lutsk the Germans 
hurled forces into it from every part of 
their northern front. They succeeded in 
stopping the breach; they succeeded even 
in pressing back slightly the Russian 
salient. But these movements gravely re- 
duced their strength on their front north 
of. the Pripet Marshes. Upon this front 
the Russians, having attracted the German 
reserves southwards to Volhynia, have now 
opened a vigorous offensive. It appears to 
be becoming general all along the fronts 
of Marshal von Hindenburg and Prince 
Leopold of Bavaria, and on the front of 
the latter the Russians have broken 
through two lines of German defensive 
organisations and captured nearly three 
thousand men, eleven guns, and a number 
of machine guns. On the southern wing 
of the Russian offensive, in Galicia, a 
complex, but on the whole promising, 
situation is developing. The Russian ad- 
vance westwards after the capture of 
Koiomea brought General Lechitsky’s 
troops as far round the southern flank of 
General von Bothmer’s Austro-German 
Army as the advance westwards’ from 
Lutsk had brought them round his northern 
flank. General Lechitsky’s way was 
almost clear to open the Dneister crossings 
in the rear of General von Bothmer’s 
Army. The Germans now claim to have 
pressed the Russian troops back some 
eight miles on a front of about 


'| twenty miles by a quick advance. We 


have still to see whether this claim is sub- 
stantiated by the Russian report; but in 
any case its significant feature is that 
General von Bothmer, whose station was 
north of the Dneistez, has been compelled 
to extend his right flank south of the 
Dneister because the Austrian forces on 
his right have gone to pieces. There 
must be fluctuations in the battle line on 
all fronts. It remains to be seen how 
long the enemy, evidently embarrassed for 
reserves, can support the Allies’ converg- 
ing pressure from all sides.

Schools and. Patriotism. 


One result of the Irish rebellion ought 
to be large reíorms in our Irish systems 
of education. There is something wrong 
with systems which treat some teachers 
so badly that they are always cupidi rerum 
novarum, and allow ‘others to encourage 
sedition with impunity. It is quite certain

vigorous steps to vindicate the authority 
of the National Board. If any section 
of the teachers has genuine grievances, 
they ought to be remedied, for discontented 
men easily become disloyal. — The Board 
ought to be far more strict than it is now 
about the character of the text-dooks | 
which it sanctions for use in the schools. 
The fact remains, however, that, when 
bad or weak government puts a premium 
on disloyalty and indiscipline throughout 
the whole country, the people’s schools 
cannot escape infection. The restoration | 
of decent government in Ireland would do 
more to bring disloyal teachers to their 
senses than any remedy which the 
National Board can devisa. In the mean- 
while we are glad that the Board is setting 
an ideal of patriotism before its teachers. 
We are sure that all loyal managers and 
teachers (and they are the majority) will 
welcom> the little pamphlet by Mrs. 
Starkie which the Board is distributing 
among the schools. In two brief and 
admirably written .essays this pamphlet ' 
answers the question, “What is 
patriotism ?’’ and examines the .teaching 
of patriotism. Patriotism, says Mrs. 
Starkie, embraces pride in our country’s 
past deeds and present work, and faith in 
the peculiar quality and special message 
which it has to deliver to the world in 
the future. Irish patriotism to-day can 
feed egually on the memory of our early 
civilisation and on the splendid deeds of 
the London Irish at Loos and 
the Ulster Division at Fricourt. 
Irish boys and girls are to be in- | 
spired with a broad and practical 
patriotism—not the Bourbon sort that 
learns nothing and forgets nothing—it will 
come to them only as the result of an 
ideal which pervades the whole training 
and the whole atmosphere of ‘their schools. 
We shall need drastic reforms in Irish 
education before our various systems con- 
spire, in Milton's words, to fit men “to 
perform justly, skilfully, and magnani- 
mously all the offices, both public and 
private, of peace and war.” We think, 
however, that there are many Irish schools 
where the seed of Mrs. Starkie’s pamphlet 
will fall on fruitful ground. The least

FRENCH TRIBUTES TO BRITISH

It. is extraordinary with what. comparative 
immunity one may move about various spots 
of the battlefield which have been the centres 
of the most violent fighting ‘in the present 
offensive, and which are still. ically 
shelled by the enemy. I realised this when I 
stood searching Mametz with my glasses at a 
point where, before Saturday last, a sniper’s 
bullet would probably have found me before 
I could even focus the binoculars.

lt is now possible to state, without any 
exaggeration, that the French, who aie fight- 
ing south of the Somme, are now wall on the 
way to winning really striking success, striking 
not only by the number of prisoners and guns 
captured, and by the ground covered, but by 
the rapidity with which successive German 
lines have n forced in the course of opera- 
tions in which speed was not considered the 
capital factor. On Saturday the first defence 
line was carried for a distance of five miles, 
and on Sunday the second defensive line was 
broken through on a front of about three 
miles. Yesterday the point of the French 
wedge was driven, into the third line at 
Flavcourt, about three and a half miles south- 
west of Peronne, and the French became 
masters of the plateau of Peronne, from which 
town they are only three miles away. 

The battlefield of the French south of the 
Somme consists of two zones, differing widely 
from each other in character. 
the northern portion the French are 
fighting along the valley of the Somme, a 
loose, generous streain, which scatters its 
waters in large reed-covered ponds and 
marshes. This portion of the front is dotted 
with clumps of trees and occasional woods. 
The southern § section “is a bare, weil knit 
plateau land along the river. 

The French hit out lustily yesterday. Their 

ession of Mereaucourt Wood, just eaat of 
“rise, proved of great profit to them. The 
French pushed their attack down from Mere- 
aucourt Wood upon the little village of Feuil- 
leres, at the head of the bridge leading north- 
wards across the Somme Canal and river. 

The division which was entrusted with the 
operation carried Feuilleres with the bayonet 
and grenades, and the French striking out 
north-east pushed through Chapitre Wood, 
captured the hamlet of Buscourt, three miles 
north-west of Peronne. 

The achievement of the French in this 
northern corner of the battlefield has carried. 
them right beyond the German second “line, 
which at this point had been specially 
strengthened. The first German line con- 
sisted of three trench lines. The second 
line, however, from Herbecourt, about 
four miles west of Peronne to 
Assevillers, about five miles south-west of the 
same town, was only a double one. 

The most important progress made by the 
French yesterday was in the centre of the 
salient, which they are cutting out of the 
German front. Here the French, having cut 
the double trench line of the second German 
position, found a formidable berrier in the 
tremendously fortified little village of Flau- 
court barring the road to Peronne. Here 
the troops which had taken Herbecourt, ad- 
vanced yesterday, aud carried the whole de- 
fences of the village of Flaucourt, and estab- 
lished themselves to the east of that spot. The 
capture of Flauvcourt is likely to prove ex- 
ceedingly embarrassing to the enemy.

WOUNDED FROM THE

A considerable number of officers and men 
wounded. in the great battle have’ already ar- 
rived in London. In curt phrases, broken by 
exclamation at some vivid memory, and some- 
times interrupted by a wry smile provoked by 
swift pain, they tell the story of the advance, 
says the Daily Telegraph.
